Bombers Respond At Khe Sanh 
With Massive Firepower Display 



Kile SANH, Vietnam (AP) — 
Through the still, cold mountain 
air Marine outposts;. heard the 
sound of . Sovlot-bullt tanks 
clanking only' a'-few hundred 
yards away. 

Spotter planes had reported 
heavy troop movement all day. 
Marine officers here felt that at 
last the big battle for Kho Sanh 
was obout-to open.

Gay- 
lord Nelson, D-Wls., termed ef- 
forts to restrict vno of the pow- 
erful nntlblntlc as "tho most co- 
lossal failure." 

Dr. Goddnrd agreed that "our 
methods of Informing physi- 
clans and getting them to act 
hnvo been a failure." Ue said 
that the "black box warning" 
now affixed to tho. drug's ex- 
planatory literature on advertis- 
ing "Is prolmhly the strongest 
one that cxIkIv yet Jt doesn't 
seem to work." 

Goddard, testifying before 
Senate subcommittee, said that 
the forthcoming revised provi- 
sions fnr labeling chlorampheni- 
col, (generic term for the drug) 
will be oven more restrictive 
and more clearly stated. lie 
said the provisions will (ncludo 
findings by the California Medi- 
cal Society that' at least 1 In ev- 
ory 24,000 patlenti receiving the 
drug will suffer blood-forming 
process damage that is often fa- 
tal.

No one hns yet come up with on adequate 
subNtltuto for a living, breathing doll, but 
they're working on It. 

Rescnrch engineers at Wcsllnghouse nn- 
nouncod thnt they hnvo built nn experimen- 
ts mnchlno thnt bronthos Just llko a hu- 
man. It inhnlos fresh nlr and exhales warm, 
moist nlr tnden with carbon dlnxldo nt tho 
snmo rato ns one mnn or ns many, as 10 
men. 

It's cnllcd a pulmonary simulator nnd is 
designed to tnko the placo of -human volun- 
teers for testing medical dovlcos nnd life- 
support systoms. It could, for Instance, . 
simulate tho breathing of tho crew of a 
new spacecraft or undersea crnfi; to aid In 
planning nlr'clrculntlon systoms. w ." 

Describing tho function of the machine 
wan easier than making It work, however,

level of exploration If Its deple- 
tion rate were cut. The response 
to a reduction In percentage 
depletion would be a price rise. 
And no feasible rise in tho 
prices of petroleum products 
could fully, moke up for a cut 
in the depletion rate as far as 
inventors aro concerned. 

Such a tax change would dry 
up tho flow of investment monoy 
Into domestic oil exploration 
and production. The U.S. would 
be fnced with dwindling oil re- 
serves nnd higher prices for 
petroleum products. Reduced 
oil exploration would elimlnnto 
jobs In lines that supply the oil 
producing Industry— stool, ce- 
ment, nnd chemicals, to name 
Just three.

Estimates of tho amount of 
revenue to be gainod from a cut 
In depletion rates are usually 
made off the cuff. But thorough 
consideration of the Impnct of 
this move points to danger for 
tho nntlon's economy and secur- 
ity, nnd losses rather than gains 
for both tho U.S. Treasury and 
tho consuming public.

During 10fi7, in tho third year 
of President Johnson's' nntlpov- 
orty- ■ program,- with. Its avowed 
nlm of helping people to help 
themselves, more people went 
on relief -than ever before, 

In tho single program of aid 
to fnmilies with dependent chil- 
dren— by fnr tho largest and 
most active of tho aid programs 
— fi8G,Q0o pe^lo were added to 
tho rolls Inst yonr compnred 
with 310,000 during tho previous 
year and nn nvcrngo annunl In- 
crease of 220,000 over tho past 
flvo yonrs. Tho totnl number In 
tho program In now nt n record 
high M million. r 

And- not only nro families 
going on tho rolls nt n fnster 
rato thnTTevcr, they nrrf nlower 
to get ait, Lnst yenr the number 
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of enscs closed . declined from 
tho .previous yeTir. ' 

Evon no, thero Is tjils stnrtllng 
statistic from tho Deportment of 
Health, Education nnd Welfare: 
Today, In the ,11th yonr or tho 
government's commitment lo a 
..uielfnre program, only hnlf 
those elidible for child welfare 
benefit!! aro gettinn Itiom. Tbo 
rest either drmlt know nbout it 
or won't sign up ouLiii pride. 

Tho department" sold "the big 
Increase was unnnOclpjited, but 
In Justifying a request -for an 
emergency appropriation of 21.1 
billion to keep tho programs 
going, tho department gnve nt 
least ono reason thnt enn hardly 
be cnllcd n new development. 

Tills Is tho persistence of a 
high unemployment rnto nmong 
tho unskilled nnd uneducated. 

Another renson for tbo in- 
crease Is tho long-continuing 
movement of rural poor to the 
cities where wclfnro benefits 
nro easier to get and moro gen- 
erous.

The wldo dlscrepnncy In the 
states' efforts to help their poor 
is seen In tho level of benefits in 
the children's program: From n 
low of $fU5 per child per month 
In Mississippi to $57.20 In New 
Jersey. The nntionnl nvernge is 
"S3R.15 per child or $157.70 per 
■family. 

Ironically. It Is tho ndmlnis- 
tratlon^s-offort-lo" ImprovB-thc" 
lot of "the poor thnt hns probably 
contributed most to the Increase 
In tho welfare load. 
■ Also, tho new Medlcnld pro- 

firam has turned up many fnml- 
les eligible for relief under the 
children's nld program. 

In pnsslng n Social Security 
nnd welfare bill last year, Con- 
gress put n freeze on the num- 
ber of children who can receive 
federal funds nnd added other ' 
provisions designed to get peo- 
ple off relief. 

But ■iluit-.was .also n wcll-nd- 
vorllscd' feature of the last big 
overhaul of tho program In 10(12, 
nnd the rolls hnvo increased 
steadily ever since. 



Q. — Does hardening 'Of the 
nrierios of the brain run In- fam- 
ilies? What are the early symp- 
toms?

Whan tho opening 
In the diseased vessel In the 
brain becomes so narrow thnt 
the blood can't How through 
readily or when n brittle artery 
becomes plugged wiih n blood 
clot or breaks, the victim has 
symptoms that may ho mild 
(little ntroke) or severe (npo- 
plcxy). Tho nnture of tho symp- 
toms vnrles widely,- depending 
on tho severity nnd the par t of 
thc~lirnTn nffectod, 

A bland count would not bo 
helpful In estnhllshlng the ding- 
nasls of nrtcrln! hrnln damn go. 

Q ^'What Is' the'dlfrerenco 
between concussion of tho hrnln 
nnd a corohrnl hemorrhage? 
Cnn n doctor tell the difference 
without X rays? 

A — A heavy blow on the head 
(concussion) mny cause, somo 
crushing of hrnln tissue, hemor- 
rhage or n skull fracture. In the' 
mlldor cases, with no hemor- 
rhage or fracture, tho victim mny 
lose consciousness for only a few 
_soco_nds. On coming to, he mny 
fool fine nnd go on nbout, his 
business. ThtsTIs dangerous be- 
cause after a row hours ho may 
lose consciousness again, fnll nnd 
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Incur a more severe injury. This 
Is because the. brain, like nny 
other tissue, swells following tn 
injury but, since within the skull 
the room for expansion -Is "very 
n niTlredri heaven traonay^ln ter^ 
fere with the brain's blood sup- 
ply. Such n person should re- 
main quiet, for severnl hours. 

A person mny. hnvo n cere- 
bral hemorrhage nssncinted with 
his concussion or from n stroke 
or n gunshot wound. A doctor 
depends on the pntient's history 
nnd physical findings rather 
than nn X rny to mnko the diag- 
nosis unless a skull fracture Is 
suspected. 

Q — I n» tnking Vnsodllnn 
and Dilantin for poor circula- 
tion in the brain. Could these 
drugs -cause "drowsiness? 

A — These drugs would ha 
moro likely to hnvo tho opposite 
effect. Your drowsiness mny he 
n result of your circulatory dis- 
ease. 

Q'. I havo boon -told thnt I 
have hyportonsion which has 
caused secondary anemia. Wlmt 
doqs thnt mnnn nnd what treat*, 
merit, in hept? 

A. Hypertension Is high 'blood 
pressure. Secondary 'nnomla>. Is 
nncmln from a known cnuse. 
The correction of the hyperten- 
sion would the re fore bo expected 
to cure your nncmln. 

Q — Could my arthritis hi 
caused by n,lc conditioning, diet, 
heredity or Is It Just nge? 

A — If by nlr conditioning you 
mean sitting In n draft, this will 
not cnuso nrthrltls but will ag- 
gravate It. Willi the exception Of 
gouty arthritis, diet would not be 
a causative factor. Heredity nnd 
ngo nre fnctors In osteoarthritis.

Seldom, however, has any ad- 
ministration been faced with 

blggcr_f Inane inn_probIems nnd 
loss to soy about thorn, With 
Mills In such a position of pow- 
er, few If any options remain for 
Fowler nnd Prcnldcnt Johnson. 

As Mills seen It, the adminis- 
tration should cut some domes- 
tic spending, and unless It does 
so, won't get Its tax surcharge 
proposal cleared. Yet the ad- 
ministration Is committed .to an 
expensive domestic nrogram ro- 
qulrlim heavy spending. 

Further more, If the tax pro-

You also explained that the 
broker usually gets Ihe stock 
from another cuMiomer, Does 
the customer whose slock Is 
loaned out gbt any benefit from 
tho transaction? Also, who gets 
Iho dividends paid while the 
stock Is out on a short sale?,. 
The customer whose stock 
is out on a loan gets no real 
benefit — unless you count 
keeping a broker happy a bene- 
fit to the customer. The divi- 
dends are paid to the person 
who bought the stock and the 
short-seller must pay an equal 
amount to the customer whose 
stock was used, 

Hero, again, we had better 
reach for an example. Say that 
Mr. A. 'sells 100 shares of XYZ 
stock short. His broker borrows 
tho stock from Mr* B and sells 
It to Mr. C. If things go ns 
Mr, A hopes and tho market 
price or XYZ docs fall, Mr. 
A. then covers his short sale 
by ordering his broker to buy 
100 shares In, the open market. 
Tho broker" returns the stock 
to Mr. D. 

When the transaction Is com- 
pleted, Mr. A's profit is the 
difference between tho price at 
which he sold short and the 
lfjwer_prlce_ nt which he brought 
back — minus commissions, in 7 
terest and-or any other charges 
tho broker levies on him. 

Mr. B normally gets nothing 
for tho use nf his stock. Years 
ago there was a system or "pre- 
miums" — through which peo- 
ple whose stocks were used In 
short sales received extra mon- 
ey. TlvKl system has dJed-ouL 
As foPvdfvidends, in this ex- 
ample XYZ Corp. would pay 
the dividend to Mr. C. — who 
bought the* slock when It was 
aold short! Then Mr. A (the 
short-seller) would have to pay 
Mr B (whose slock Was Used) 
the amount of that 'dividend. 
This would bo handled by their 
broker. 

let's say that XYZ declares 
a dividend or $1 n share. XYZ 
Corp. sends a $100 dividend 
check to Mr. C — who Is the 
owner of the 100 shares and 
who 1a entitled to receive It. 

Aral Mr. A has to make up 
the dividend money (hot Mr. 
17 didn't receive from XYZ 
Corp. So, their broker debits 
(charges) Mr. A's account 'or 
$100 and credits that amount 
to Mr. B's account. 

Q. A company In which I In- 
vested paid a three per cent 
stock dividend Inst year. I own- 
ed 50 shares. So, I received 



certificate for one new share 
nmKa check for a certain 
amount of money, "In lleii of 
tho fractional (half) share." I 
know I don't have to pny In- 
come taxes on tho ono share. 
I' received as a stock dividend. 
But how about . the cash I re- 
ceived for the hair-share? 

A. You report It on your In- 
come tax return and pay tax 
on it as dividend income. Thai's 
the rule when a company mnkes 
cash payment In lieu of a 
fractional share Involve*} In a*' 
stock dividend. That's the way 
most companies' do It. 

H, however.Uho company or 
Us representative acted as n 
stockholders* agent and sold tho 
fractional share for you, your 
profit on that sale would then 
xi taxable as a capital gain. 

Q, Over the years I bought 
stock In the same company, nt 
different times B and different 
irlces. When I had accumulated 
loo shares 1 sent in all my 
stock certificates and- received 
one certlHcate for I0ty .shares. 

If I sell some of these shares, 
should I report the actual pur- 
chase price of the shares sold 
(In figuring my capital gain) 
or should I report the average 
cost of all tho shares represent- 
ed by the combined certifi- 
cates? 

A. Report your nctunl pur- 
chase price; as your "cost .ha- 
ah" — assuming that tho stock 
hasn't been spilt or that , a stock 
dividend hasn't been pnld to 
change your cast basis.
